last October. 

Yesterday it was learned that 
several of this group of men now 
are efvising with attorneys rela- 
legal action against 
the Ku ux Klao. 

The nature of the proposed ac- 
tion was not disclosed yesterday. 
but ‘according to one member of 
the group it will probably be an 
action to’ recover. 

According to the information 
fiven out by the leader of the 
group of forty, they were among

The judge can 
only act in cases where he is the absolute 
arbiter of the penalty. Where the law fixes 
the punishment the judge has no power to 
abrogate its results. An indeterminate seén- 
tence is a judicial fixture a® much as a 
definite and determined one. Where the 
law says that the convict shall serve from 
one to ten years or from any term unto a 
life sentence the business is over so far as 
the trial judge is concerned. The parole 
and “prison officials are thereafter to deter- 
mine the prisoner's fate. | 

Thig is the first time a decision has been 
made upon this point. There have been 
many cases where the defendant has been 
found guilty under the indeterminate sen- 
tence act in which the judge has found oc 
casion to grant immediate parole.

JOHN BARRETT SPEAKS 
John Barrett. former director- 
general of the Pan-American Union 
in Washington, D. C., spoke yester- 
day afternoon, in part. as follows: 
“Tt is vital that we should grasp 
the meaning of Pan-America and 
Pan-Americanism. Pan - America 
means a united: hemisphere from 
Canada and the United States to 
Argentina and Chile. Pan-Ameri- 
canism means the earnest co-opera- 
tion of all the countries of Pan- 
America for the good of all coun- 
tries and each country. The mighty 
material symbol. of Pan-American- 
ism today is the Pan-American 
union tn Washington, the capital, 
so to speak, of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, where practical Pan-Ameri- 
canism is worked out. 
“In discussing Pan-American- 
jam, America’s great opportunity, 
let me emphasize that the future 
of Pan-Americanism has three car- 
dinal futures; first, political; sec- 
ond, economic, and third, cultural. 
Inder the cultural head there must 
be a new epoch of mental cultura! 
appreciation. This can come best 
through the exchange of college 
professors and students, through 
the study of Spanish and Portu- 
| kueee in the United States and of 
English in Taiin America, and 
finally through the travel back and 
forth of the representative men and 
women of both North and South 
America. 


"Under the head of economic re- 
lations, which includes commerce, 
the first consideration of the hour 
is that of exchange and money 
Values; second, the getability of 
tariffs or trade charges; third, the 
@tabilitx of first-class shipping fa- 
cilities; fourth, the Investment of 
United States capital through al! 
Latin America to develop ita re- 
sources; fifth. the bringing about 
of regular arbitration of commer- 
cial disputes without resort to dip- 
lomatic channels. 

“Under the head of the political 
phase of Pan-Americanism we 
have vital subdivisions which can 
ry a mighty appeal to the govern- 
ments and peaples of both North 
and South America. We must have 
an appreciation of the truth about 
each section of Pan-America: of 
the true attitude of the peoples of 
the United States toward their sis- 
ter peoples of Latin America, and 
of the feeling of the latter toward 
their neighbors of the North.
